The  object  of  the  present  work  is  clearly  announced  in 
its  title.  It  is  to  collect  within  a  small  compass  the  in- 
structions of  unerring  wisdom  upon  a  great  variety  of  sub- 
jects which  relate  to  the  present  and  eternal  interests  of 
men,  and  comprising  the  doctrines  aiid  duties  of  a  super 
natural  revelation.  A  Reference  to  the  list  of  subjects 
which  the  work  contains,  will  show  that  the  author's  re- 
searches have  been  extensive  ;  while  a  comparison  of  the 
work  with  others  of  the  same  general  character  evinces 
patient  labor,  and  cannot  fail  to  give  it  pre-eminence.

for  correctioiiy  for  instmctioa  in  righteousness:  that  &e  man  of 
God  maj  be  perfect,  tiioroughly  fimished  unto  all  good  woriok 
But  the  Qompilationof  a  oonvement  Manual  of  proc^  texts  from 
its  pages  has  been  tmacoountablj  ne^ected.  The  loose  man- 
ner in  which  Gaston,  and  others,  have  thiown  together  texts  of 
Scripture  £ar  this  purpose,  has  long  been  a  tax  upon  oar  pa- 
tience. The  SoBiPTUBE  Manual  owes  its  origin  to  a  oosTie- 
tion  of  the  need  of  a  Text^Book,  that  should  assume  a  mora 
oonyenient  order,  bear  more  effectuaUj  against  the  modem  foma 
of  error  and  yice,  and  more  fullj  and  fearlessly  declare  <<  alike 
counsel  of  God."  The  Editor  is  greatlj  obliged  to  the  fiienda 
of  this  enterprise,  who  have  aided  in  the  preparation  or  cireii* 
lation  of  the  several  editions  and  revisions  of  the  work.  The 
present  revision  has  been  stereotyped  sooner  than  was  other- 
wise necessary,  in  order  to  embrace  the  improvements  and  ad- 
ditions made  during  the  last  five  years.  It  has  over  one  hund- 
red additional  topics,  a  much  more  full  and  perfect  index,  a  tri{^ 
or  quadruple  number  of  references  to  kindred  subjects,  together 
with  no  little  improvement  in  the  relevancy  of  its  proof  texts, 
and  order  of  the  work. 

This  Bible  Manui^  of  select  proof  texts  was  cut  from 
the  pages  of  Bibles  in  the  most  common  use,  and  the  Manual 
may  be  depended  upon  as  accurate  Scripture.  The  italic  words 
are  also  preserved.  The  number  of  the  verses  is  given,  that 
the  reader  may  discover  any  omission  made,  of  passages  not 
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in  point,  in  anj  particular  extract     Explanatory  words  are  in 
brackets. 

In  selecting  topics,  care  has  been  taken  to  embrace  those 
which  have  a  prominence  in  the  Bible,  and  which  in  all  ages 
have  been  considered  of  primary  importance  in  theological  and 
moral  inquiry.  Such  manifestly  are  those  which  relate  to  the 
perfections,  prerogatives,  designs,  providence,  and  law  of  God — 
the  character,  rights,  and  destiny  of  man — the  economy  of 
grace,  or  way  and  terms  of  salvation  through  Christ  —  our 
essential  duties  towards  God  and  each  other,  and  civil  and 
religious  institutions. 

Christian  nations  are  far  more  indebted  to  the  Bible  for  their 
elevation  above  heathenism,  than  is  commonly  believed.  The 
revealed  fa^ts  respecting  God  and  his  designs  and  government— 
the  precepts  of  his  law,  clothed  with  infinite  authonty  —  the 
promises  of  his  grace,  and  the  threatenings  of  his  justice,  are 
the  best  safeguards  against  disgraceful  and  ruinous  vices. 

It  is  believed  that  a  convenient  and  faithful  compilation  of 
proofs  from  the  Bible,  upon  its  weighty  and  practical  subjects, 
may  prove  one  of^  the  most  effective  auxiliaries  to  the  cause  of 
Christian  enterprise.  The  impressions  made  upon  the  public 
mind  in  favor  of  pure  and  undefiled  religion,  by  a  copious  and 
systematic  array  of  proof  texts,  in  a  convenient  and  popular 
form,  must  prove  a  most  powerful  incentive  to  virtue,  and 
restraint  upon  destructive  errors,  sins  and  ^^ces. 

I  now  commit  the  success  of  this  work  to  the  overruling 
providence  of  that  Being  who  has  mercifully  sustained  and 
helped  me  during  its  preparation.  If  it  shall  tend  to  confiim 
the  public  mind  in  revealed  truth,  and  become  a  guard  against 
those  errors  and  vices  which  lead  to  death,  as  is  confidently 
hoped,  the  labor  of  preparing  it  will  not  have  been  in  vain.

Is.  24:  13  When  thus  it  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  the  land 
among  the  people,  there  shaU  he  as  the  shaking  of  an  olive- 
tree,  and  as  the  gleaning-grapes  when  the  vintage  is  done.

10:  19  When  they  deliver  you  up,  take  no  thought  how 
or  what  ye  shall  speak,  for  it  shall  be  given  you  in  that  same 
hour  what  ye  shall  speak.  20  For  it  is  not  ye  that  speak,  but 
the  Spirit  of  your  Father  which  speaketh  in  you.

Jer.  3:  15  I  will  give  you  pastors  according  to  mine  heart, 
which  shall  feed  you  with  knowledge  and  understanding. 

Lk.  1 :  2  Even  as  they  delivered  them  unto  us,  which  from 
the  beginning  were  eye-witnesses,  and  ministers  of  the  word. 

Ac  1 5:  6  The  apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to  con- 
sider of  this  matter.

'iras  multiplied,  there  arose  a  murmuring  of  the  Grecians 
against  the  Hebrews,  because  their  widows  were  neglected  in 
the  daily  ministration.  2  Then  the  twelve  culled  the  multitude 
of  the  disciples  unto  them^  and  said,  It  is  not  reason  that  we 
should  leave  the  word  of  God,  and  serve  tables.  3  Wherefore, 
brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men  of  honest  report, 
fuUll  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appoint 
over  this  business.  4  But  we  will  give  ourselves  continually 
to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  word.  5  And  the  saying 
pleased  the  whole  multitude :  and  they  chose  8te[»hen,  a  man 
full  of  feith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  Philip,  and  Prochorus, 
and  Nicanor,  and  Timon,  and  Parmenas,  and  Nicolas  a  prose- 
lyte of  Antioch,  6  Whom  they  set  before  the  apostles :  and 
when  they  had  prayed,  they  laid  their  hands  on  them. 

1  Tim.  3:  8  Likewise  must  the  deacons  be  gi*ave,  not  double- 
tongued,  not  given  to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre ; 
9  Holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure  conscience.  10 
And  let  these  also  first  be  proved ;  then  let  them  use  the  office 
of  a  deacon,  being  found  blameless.  1 1  Even  so  must  their 
wives  be  grave,  not  slanderers,  sober,  faithful  in  all  things.  12 
Let  the  deacons  be  the  husbands  of  one  wife,  ruling  their 
children  and  their  own  houses  well.  13  For  they  that  have 
used  the  office  of  a  deacon  well,  purchase  to  themselves  a 
good  degree,  and  great  boldness  in  the  £EUth  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

103.  Bad  any  primitive  churches  a  plurality  of  elders  1 

Ac  14:  23  When  they  had  ordained  them  elders  in  every 
dnirch,  and  had  prayed  with  fasting,  they  commended  them 
to  the  Lord.  —  20:  17  From  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and 
called  the  elders  of  the  chuHch. 

Tit  1:  5  For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete,  that  thou 
shoaldest  set  in  order  the  things  that  are  wanting,  and  ordain 
elders  in  every  city,  as  I  had  appointed  thee.

30  For 
this  cause  many  are  weak  and  si^y  among  you,  and  many 
sleep.    [See  397.]

27:  4  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord,  that  will  ] 
seek  after ;  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  all  the 
days  of  my  life,  to  behold  the  beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to  in- 
quire in  his  temple. — 36:  8  They  shall  be  abundantly  satisfied 
with  the  fatness  of  thy  house,  and  thou  shalt  make  them  drink 
of  the  river  of  thy  pleasures.

22  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and  elders,  with  the  whole 
church,  to  send  chosen  men  of  their  own  company  to  Antioch, 
with  Paul  and  Barnabas ;  namely,  Judas  sumamed  Barsabas, 
and  Silas,  chief  men  among  the  brethren :  23  And  they  wrote 
letters  by  them  after  this  manner ;  The  apostles,  and  elders, 
and  brethren,  send  greeting  unto  the  brethren  which  are  of  the 
Gkjntiles  in  Antioch,  and  Syria,  and  Cilicia.  24  Forasmuch 
as  we  have  heard,  that  certain  which  went  out  from  us,  have 
troubled  you  with  words,  subverting  your  souls,  saying,  Ye 
must  be  circumcised,  and  keep  the  law ;  to  whom  we  gave  no 
stic?i  commandment :  25  It  seemed  good  unto  us,  being  as- 
sembled with  one  accord,  to  send  chosen  men  unto  you,  with 
our  beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul :  26  Men  that  have  hazarded 
their  lives  for  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  27  We 
have  sent  therefore  Judas  and  Silas  who  shall  also  tell  you  the 
same  things  by  mouth.  28  For  it  seemed  good  to  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  to  us,  to  lay  upon  you  no  greater  burden  than  these 
necessary  things;  29  That  ye  abstain  from  meats  ofFerecl 
to  idols,  and  from  blood,  and  from  things  strangled,  and  from 
fornication :  from  which  if  ye  keep  yourselves,  ye  shall  do  weU, 
Fare  ye  well.

Mat.  18: 15  If  thy  brother  shall  trespass  against  thee,  go 
and  tell  him  his  fault  between  thee  and  him  alone :  if  he  shall 
hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy  brother.  16  But  if  he  will  not 
hear  t/iee,  then  take  with  thee  one  or  two  more,  that  in  the  mouth 
of  two  or  three  witnesses  every  word  may  be  established.  17 
And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell  it  unto  the  church : 
but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church,  let  him  be  unto  thee  as  a 
heathen  man  and  a  publican. 

1  Ck>r.  5:  4  In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  ye 
are  gathered  together,  and  my  spirit,  with  the  power  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  5  To  deliver  such  an  one  unto  Satan  for 
the  destruction  of  the  flesh,  that  the  spirit  may  be  saved  in 
the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  9  I  wrote  unto  you  in  an  epistle, 
not  to  company  with  fornicators :  10  Yet  not  altogether  with 
the  fornicators  of  this  world,  or  with  the  covetous,  or  extortion- 
ers, or  with  idolaters :  for  then  must  ye  needs  go  out  of  the 
world.  11-  But  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep 
company,  if  any  man  that  is  called  a  brother  be  a  fornicator, 
or  covetous,  or  an  idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an 
extortioner :  with  such  an  one  no  not  to  eat.  1 2  For  what  have 
I  to  do  to  judge  them  also  tliat  are  without  ?  do  not  ye  judge 
them  that  are  witliin?

Tit.  3:  10  A  man  that  is  an  heretic,  after  the  first  and 
second  admonition,  reject ;  1 1  Knowing  that  he  that  is  such,  is 
subverted,  and  sinneth,  being  condemned  of  himself. 

Rev.  2:  2  I  know  thy  works,  and  thy  labor,  and  thy  patience, 
and  how  thou  canst  not  bear  them  which  are  evil ;  and  thou

110.  Directions  for  tlie  edification  of  churches. 

Bom.  12:  4  As  we  have  many  members  in  one  body,  and 
all  members  have  not  the  same  office :  5  So  we,  being  many, 
are  one  body  in  Christ,  and  every  one  members  one  of  another. 
6  Having  then  gifts,  differing  according  to  the  grace  that  is

9  By  faith  he  sojourned 
in  the  land  of  promise,  as  in  a  strange  counypr,  dwelling  in 
tabernacles  with  Isaac  and  Jacob,  the  heirs  with  him  of  the 
nme  promise :  10  For  he  lodged  for  a  city  which  hath  founda- 
tions, whose  builder  and  maker  is  Grod.  13  These  all  died  in 
&ith,  not  having  received  the  promises,  but  having  seen  them 
a&r  off^  and  were  persuaded  of  theniy  and  embraced  theniy  and 
confessed  that  they  were  strangerB  and  pilgrims  on  the  earth.

6:  15  What  then  ?  shall  we  sin,  because  we  are  not 
under  the  law,  but  under  grace  ?    God  forbid.  [See  285, 501.] 

809.  Fearful  penalty  of  the  gospel  for  resisting  its  light.

12:  47  That  servant  which  knew  his  lord's  i¥ill,  and 
prepared  not  himself ,  neither  did  according  to  his  will,  shall- be 
beaten  with  many  stripes.

CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 
310.  Divine  autlioriti/  for  civil  government* 

.  Ex.  18:  25  Moses  chose  able  men  out  of  all  Israel,  and 
made  them  heads  over  the  people,  rulers  of  thousands,  rulers 
of  hundreds,  rulers  of  fifties,  and  rulers  of  tens.  26  And  they 
judged  the  people  at  all  seasons :  the  hard  causes  they  brought 
unto  Moses,  but  every  small  matter  they  judged  themselves. 

iNum.  11:  11  And  Moses  said  unto  the  Lord,  Wherelbre 
hast  thou  afflicted  thy  servant 't  and  wherefore  have  1  not  tbund 
flavor  in  thy  sight,  that  thou  layest  the  burden  of  all  this  people 
upon  me?  16  And  the  Loud  said  unto  Moses,  Gather  unto 
me  seventy  men  of  the  elders  of  Israel,  whom  thou  knowest  to 
be  the  elders  of  the  people,  and  otticers  over  them  ;  and  bring 
them  unto  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  that  they  may 
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ibmd  there  with  thee.  17  And  I  will  come  down  and  talk 
with  thee  there ;  and  I  will  take  of  the  spirit  which  is  upon 
thee,  and  will  pat  it  upon  them :  and  they  shall  bear  the  burden 
cf  the  people  with  thee,  that  thou  bear  it  not  thyself  alone. 
[Dt.  1:  9—18.] 

Num.  27: 15  Moses  spake  unto  the  Lord,  saying,  16  Let 
the  Lord,  the  God  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh,  set  a  man  over 
th^  oongregation,  17  Which  may  go  out  before  them,  and 
which  may  go  in  before  them,  and  which  may  lead  them  out, 
and  which  may  bring  them  in ;  that  the  congregation  of  the 
Lord  be  not  as  sheep  which  have  no  shephei^.  18  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Take  thee  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  a 
man  in  whom  is  the  spirit,  and  lay  thine  hand  upon  him  ;  19 
And  set  him  before  Eleazar  the  priest,  and  before  all  the  con- 
gregation :  and  give  him  a  charge  in  their  sight.  20  And  thou 
ehalt  put  same  of  thine  honor  upon  him,  that  all  the  congrega- 
tion of  the  children  of  Israel  may  be  obedient. 

Dt.  16:  18  Judges  and  officers  shalt  thou  make  thee  in  all 
thy  gates,  which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee,  throughout 
thy  tribes :  and  they  shall  judge  the  people  with  just  judg- 
ment. 19  Thou  shalt  not  wrest  judgment;  thou  shalt  not 
respect  persons,  neither  take  a  gift :  for  a  gift  doth  blind  the 
eyes  of  the  wise,  and  pervert  the  words  of  the  righteous.

13:  20  After  that,  he  gave  unto  them  judges,  about  the 
space  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  years,  until  Samuel  the  prophet. 
Bom.  13:  3  Rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  good  works,  but  to  the 
eviL  Wilt  thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the  power  ?  do  that 
which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt  have  praise  of  the  same :  4  For 
he  is  the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for  good.  But  if  thou  do 
that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid ;  for  he  beareth  not  the  sword  in 
vain :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God,  a  revenger  to  exectUe  wrath 
npon  him  that  doeth  eviL  5  "Wherefore  ye  must  needs  be  sub- 
ject, not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for  conscience'  sake.  6  For, 
for  this  cause  pay  ye  tribute  also :  for  they  are  God's  ministers, 
attending  continually  upon  this  very  thing. 

811.  Expediency  of  civil  government  with  penalties. 

Dt  18: 10  Thou  shalt  stone  him  with  stones  that  he  die ; 
because  he  hath  sought  to  thrust  thee  away  from  the  Lord  thy 
God,  which  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  from  the 
ioase  of  bondage.  11  And  all  Israel  shall  hear,  and  fear,  and 
■hall  do  no  more  any  such  wickedness  as  this  is  among  you.  — - 
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19:  18  The  judges  shall  make  diligent  inquisiiion :  and  behold, 
if  the  witness  he  a  false  witness,  and  hath  testified  falselj 
against  his  brother;  19  Then  shall  je  do  unto  him,  as  he  had 
thought  to  have  done  unto  his  brother :  so  shalt  thou  put  the 
evil  away  from  among  you.  20  And  those  which  remain  shall 
hear,  and  fear,  and  shall  henceforth  commit  no  more  any  such 
evil  among  you. 

2  Ch.  9:  8  Blessed  he  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  delighted 
in  thee  to  set  thee  on  his  throne,  to  he  king  for  the  Lord  thy 
God :  because  thy  Gk)d  loved  Israel,  to  establish  them  for  ever, 
therefore  made  he  thee  [Solomon]  king  over  them,  to  do  judg- 
ment and  justice. 

Pr.  20:  8  A  king  that  sitteth  in  the  throne  of  judgment, 
scattereth  away  all  evil  with  his  eyes.  26  A  wise  king  scat- 
tereth  the  wicked,  and  bringeth  the  wheel  over  them. 

Is.  1:  26  I  will  restore  thy  judges  as  at  the  first,  and  thy 
counsellors  as  at  the  beginning :  afterward  thou  shalt  be  calleo, 
The  city  of  righteousness,  the  faithful  city. 

1  Tim.  1:  8  We  know  that  the  law  is  good,  if  a  man  use  it 
lawfully;  9  Ejiowing  this,  that  the  law  is  not  made  for  a 
righteous  man,  but  for  the  lawless  and  disobedient,  for  the 
ungodly  and  for  sinners,  for  unholy  and  profane,  for  murderers 
of  fathers,  and  murderers  of  mothers,  for  manslayers,  10  For 
whoremongers,  for  them  that  defile  themselves  with  mankind, 
for  menstealers,  for  liars,  for  perjured  persons,  and  if  there  be 
any  other  thing  that  is  contrary  to  sound  doctrine.

— 9:  15  The  ancient 
and  honorable,  he  is  the  head;  and  the  prophet  that  teachelli 
lies,  he  is  the  tail.  16  For  the  leaders  of  this  people  cause 
them  to  err ;  and  they  that  are  led  of  them  are  destroyed.

2  I  said  of  laughter,  It  is  mad :  and  of  mirth,  What 
doeth  it?     10  Whatsoever  mine  eyes  desired  I  kept  not  from 
them,  I  withheld  not  my  heart  from  any  joy ;  for  my  heart 
rejoiced  in  all  my  labor :  and  this  was  my  portion  of  all  mj 
labor.     1 1  Then  I  looked  on  all  the  works  that  my  hands  had 
wrought,  and  on  the  labor  that  I  had  labored  to  do :  and  behold, 
all  was  vanity  and  vexation  of  spirit,  and  there  wets  no  profit 
under  the  sun.  —  7:  2  It  is  better  to  go  to  the  house  of  mourn- 
ing, than  to  go  to  the  house  of  feasting :  for  that  is  the  end  of 
all  men ;  and  the  living  will  lay  it  to  his  heart.     3  Sorrow  is 
better  than  laughter :  for  by  the  sadness  of  the  countenance 
the  heart  is  made  better.     4  The  heart  of  the  wise  is  in  the 
house  of  mourning ;  but  the  heart  of  fools  is  in  the  house  of 
mirth.  — 11:  9  Rejoice,  0  young  man,  in  thy  youth;  and  let 
thy  heart  cheer  thee  in  the  days  of  thy  youth,  and  walk  in 
tlie  ways  of  thine  heart,  and  in  the  sight  of  thine  eyes :  but 
know  thou,  that  for  all  these  things  Grod  will  bring  thee  into 
judgment     10  Therefore  remove  sorrow  from  thy  heart,  and 
put  away  evil  from  thy  flesh:  for  childhood  and  youth  are 
vanity. 

Lk.  6:  25  Wo  unto  you  that  are  full !  for  ye  shall  hunger 
Wo  unto  you  that  laugh  now !  for  ye  shall  mourn  and  weep. 

1  Cor.  10:  7  Neither  be  ye  idolaters,  as  were  some  of  them : 
as  it  is  written.  The  people  sat  down  to  eat  and  drink,  and  r(^e 
up  to  play. 

2  Pet.  2:  13  And  shall  receive  the  reward  of  unrighteous- 
ness, as  they  that  count  it  pleasure  to  riot  in  the  day-time. 
Spots  thei/  are  and  blemishes,  sporting  themselves  with  their 
own  deceivings  while  they  feast  with  you.

'shouldest  be  put  lower  in  the  presence  of  the  prince  whom 
thine  eyes  have  seen. 

Mat.  1 1 :  29  Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me :  for 
I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart ;  and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto 
your  souls.  —  20:  26  It  shall  not  be  so  among  you :  but  who- 
soever will  be  great  among  you,  let  him  be  your  minister :  27 
And  whosoever  will  be  chief  among  you,  let  him  be  your  ser- 
vant. 

12:  3  I  say,  through  the  grace  given  unto  me,  to  every 
man  that  is  among  you,  not  to  think  of  himself  more  highly 
than  he  ought  to  think;  but  to  think  soberly,  according  as  God 
hath  dealt  to  every  man  the  measure  of  faith.

26:  3  J£  ye  walk  in  my  statutes  and  keep  my  com- 
mandments, and  do  them ;  4  Then  1  will  give  you  rain  in  due 
season,  and  the  land  shall  yield  her  increase,  and  the  trees  of 
the  field  shall  yield  their  fruit :  6  And  I  will  give  peace  in 
the  land,  and  ye  shall  lie  down,  and  none  shall  make  you 
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a£raid :  and  I  will  rid  evil  beafits  out  of  the  land,  neither  shall 
tlie  sword  go  through  your  land.

9  For  I  will  have  respect  unto  you, 
and  make  you  Fruitful,  and  multiply  you,  and  establish  my

forth  the  old  because  of  the  new.     1 1  And  I  will  set  my  taber- 
nacle among  you :  and  my  soul  shall  not  abhor  you.     12  And 
I  will  walk  among  you,  and  will  be  your  God,  and  ye  shall  be 
my  people. 

Dt.  4:  5  Behold,  I  have  taught  you  statutes,  and  judgments, 
even  as  the  Lobd  my  God  commanded  me,  that  ye  should  do 
so  in  the  land  whither  ye  go  to  possess  it.  6  Keep  therefore 
and  do  tJiem :  for  this  is  your  wisdom  and  your  understanding, 
in  the  sight  of  the  nations,  which  shall  hear  all  these  statutes, 
and  say.  Surely  this  great  nation  is  a  wise  and  understanding 
people.  40  Thou  shalt  keep  therefore  his  statutes  and  his  com- 
mandments which  I  command  thee  this  day,  that  it  may  go 
well  with  thee,  and  with  thy  children  after  thee,  and  that  thou 
mayest  prolong  thy  days  upon  the  earth,  which  the  Lord  thy 
Grod  giveth  thee,  for  ever.  —  28:  1  It  shall  come  to  pass,  if 
thou  shalt  hearken  diligently  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy 
God,  to  observe  and  to  do  all  his  commandments  which  I  com- 
mand thee  this  day :  that  the  Lord  thy  God  will  set  thee  on 
high  above  all  nations  of  the  earth:  2  And  all  these  blessings 
shall  come  on  thee,  and  overtake  thee,  if  thou  shalt  hearken 
unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God.  3  Blessed  shalt  thou  be 
in  the  city,  and  blessed  shall  thou  be  in  the  field.  4  Blessed 
^laU  be  the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  ground, 
and  the  fruit  of  thy  cattle,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and- the 
flocks  of  thy  sheep.  5  Blessed  shall  be  thy  basket  and  thy 
store.  6  Blessed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  comest  in,  and 
blessed  sJiaU  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out.  7  The  Lord  shall 
cause  thine  enemies  that  rise  up  against  thee  to  be  smitten 
before  thy  face:  they  shall  come  out  against  thee  one  way, 
and  flee  before  thee  seven  ways.  8  The  Lord  shall  command 
the  blessing  upon  thee  in  thy  store-houses,  and  in  all  that  thou 
settest  thine  hand  unto :  and  he  shall  bless  thee  in  the  land 
which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee.  9  The  Lord  shall 
establish  thee  a  holy  people  unto  himself,  as  he  hath  sworn  unto 
thee,  if  thou  shalt  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  thy 
Gkxi,  and  walk  in  liis  ways.

•hall  see  that  thou  art  called  by  the  name  of  the  Lord  ;  and

fruit  of  thy  cattle,  and  in  the  fruit  of  thy  ground,  in  the  land 
wh^ch  the  Lord  sware  unto  thy  fathers  to  gire  thee.  12  The 
Lord  shall  open  unto  thee  his  good  treasure,  the  heaTen  to 
give  the  rain  unto  thy  land  in  his  season,  an^to  bless  all  the 
work  of  thine  hand :  and  thou  shalt  lend  unto  many  nationB, 
and  thou  shalt  not  borrow.  13  And  the  Lord  shall  make  thee 
the  head,  and  not  the  tail ;  and  thou  shalt  be  above  only,  and 
thou  shalt  not  be  beneath ;  if  that  thou  hearken  unto  the  com-

16  1  abo  will  do  this  unto  you,  I  will  even  appoint  over  you 
terror,  consumption,  and  the  burning  ague,  that  shall  consume 
the  eyes,  and  cause  sorrow  of  heart :  and  ye  shall  sow  yoof 
seed  in  vain ;  for  your  enemies  shall  eat  it.  17  And  I  wiD 
set  my  face  ag^st  you,  and  ye  shall  be  slain  before  your  ene- 
mies :  they  that  hate  you  shall  reign  over  you,  and  ye  shafl 
flee  when  none  pursueth  you.  18  And  if  ye  will  not  yet  foi 
all  this  hearken  unto  me,  then  I  will  punish  you  seven  times 
more  for  your  sins.  19  And  I  will  break  the  pride  of  your 
power ;  and  I  will  make  your  heaven  as  iron,  and  your  earth 
as  brass:  20  And  your  strength  shall  be  spent  in  vain:  ftr 
your  land  shall  not  yield  her  increase,  neither  shall  the  trees 
of  the  land  yield  their  fruits.  21  And  if  ye  walk  contrary 
unto  me,  and  will  not  hearken  unto  me,  I  will  bring  seven 
times  more  plagues  upon  you,  according  to  your  sins.  22  I 
will  also  send  wild  beasts  among  you,  which  shall  rob  yoa  of 
your  children,  and  destroy  your  cattle,  and  make  you  few  m 
number,  and  your  highrmsLys  shall  be  desolate.  23  And  if  Tf^ 
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will  not  be  reformed  by  me  by  these  things,  but  will  walk  con- 
Irary  unto  me ;     24*  Then  will  I  also  walk  contrary  unto  you, 
wad  will  punish  you  yet  seven  times  for  your  sins.     25  And  I 
will  bring  a  sword  upon  you,  that  shall  avenge  the  quarrel  of 
«a^  covenant :  and  when  ye  are  gathered  together  within  your 
cities,  I  will  send  the  pestilence  among  you  ;  and  ye  shall  be 
delivered  into  the  hand  of  the  enemy.     26  And  when  I  have 
liroken  the  staff  of  your  bread,  ten  women  shall  bake  your 
tNnead  in  one  oven,  and  they  shall  deliver  you  your  bread  again 
by  weight :  and  ye  shall  eat,  and  not  be  satisfied.     27  And  if 
ye  will  not  for  all  this  hearken  unto  me,  but  walk  conti*ary 
to  me :     28  Then  I  will  walk  contrary  unto  you  also  in  fury  ; 
and  I,  even  I,  will  chastise  you  seven  times  for  your  sins.     29 
And  ye  sh»li  eat  the  flesh  of  your  sons,  and  the  flesh  of  your 
daughters  shall  ye  eat.     30  And  I  will  destroy  your*  high 
places,  and  cut  dovNTi  your  images,  and  cast  your  carcasses 
npon  the  carcasses  of  your  idols,  and  my  soul  shall  abhor  you. 
31  And  I  will  make  your  cities  waste,  and  bring  jour  sanc- 
tuaries unto  desolation,  and  I  will  not  smell  the  savor«of  your 
sweet  odors.     32  And  I  will  bring  the  land   into  desolation : 
and  your  energies  which  dwell  therein  shall  be  astonished  at 
it.     33  And  I  will  scatter  you  among  the  heathen,  and  will 
draw  out  a  sword  after  you  :  and  your  land  shall  be  desolate, 
and  your  cities  waste,     34  Then  shall  the  land  enjoy  her  sab- 
Oaths,  ait  long  as  it  lietli  desolate,  and  ye  be  in  your  enemies' 
land :  even  then  shall  the  land  rest,  and  enjoy  her  sabbaths, 
35  As  lonr;  as  it  lieth  desolate  it  shall  rest ;  because  it  did  not 
rest  in  yroc  sabbaths,  when  ye  dwelt  upon  it.     36  And  upon 
Ihem  that  are  left  alive  of  you,  I  will  send  a  faintness  into 
their  hearts  in  the  lands  of  their  enemies  ;  and  the  sound  of  a 
shaken  leaf  shall  chase  them ;  and  they  shall  flee,  as  fleeing 
from  a  sword ;  and  they  shall  fall  when  none  pursueth.     37 
And  they  shall  fall  one  upon  another,  as  it  were  before  a 
iword,  when  none  pursueth :  and  ye  shall  have  no  power  to 
«tand  before  your  enemies.     38  And  ye  shall  perish  among 
the  heathen,  and  the  land  of  your  enemies  shall  eat  you  up. 
39  And  they  that  are  left  of  you  shall  pine  away  in  their  ini- 
quity in  your  enemies*  lands ;  and  also  in  the  iniquities  of  their 
fethers  shall  they  pine  away  with  them. 

Dt,  4:  25  When  thou  shalt  beget  children,  and  children's 
children,  and  ye  shall  have  remained  long  in  the  land,  and 
shall  corrupt  yourselves,  and  make  a  graven  image,  or  the  like- 
sess  of  any  thingj  and  shall  do  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord 
thy  God,  to  provoke  him  to  anger,  26  I  call  heaven  and  earth 
to  witness  against  you  this  day,  that  ye  shall  soon  utterly  per- 
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ish  from  off  the  land  whereunto  je  go  over  Jordan  to  possoi 
it :  ye  shall  not  prolong  ycmr  days  upon  it^  but  shall  ntteilj  be 
destroyed.     27  And  the  Lord  shall  scatter  you  among  the 
nations,  and  ye  shall  be  left  few  in  number  among  the  heathea, 
whither  the .  Lord  shall  lead  you.  —  28:  15  It  shall  oome  Id 
pass,  if  thou  wilt  not  hearken  unto  the  voice  cS  the  Lord  thy 
God,  to  observe  to  do  all  his  commandments  and  his  statutes 
which  I  command  thee  this  day ;  that  all  these  corses  shaD 
come  upon  thee:  16  Cursed  shall  thou  be  in  the   city,  and 
cursed  shalt  thou  be  in  the  field.     17  Cursed  shall  be  thy  bas- 
ket and  thy  store.     18  Cursed  shall  be  the  fruit  of  thy  body, 
and  the  fruit  of  thy  land,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the 
flocks  of  thy  sheep.     19  QxxvseA  shalt  ihoxxbe  when  thoa  comeat 
in,  and  cui^ed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out.     20  The 
Lord  shall  send  upon  thee  cursing,  vexation,  and  rebuke,  in 
all  that  thou  settest  thine  hand  unto  for  to  do,  until  thou  be  de- 
stroyed, and  until  thou  perish  quickly :  because  of  the  wid^ed- 
ness  of  thy  doings  whereby  thou  hast  forsaken  me.     21  The 
Lord  shall  make  the  pestilence  cleave  unto  thee,  until  he  have 
consumed  thee  from  off  the  land,  whither  thou  goest  to  possess 
it.      22    The  Lord   shall  smite  thee   with  a  oonsumptioii, 
and    with  a    fever,   and    with    an    inflammation,  and  with 
an    extreme   burning,  and  with  the  sword,  and    with  blast- 
ing,   and  with  mildew:    and  they  shall  pursue    thee    mitfl 
thou  perish.     23  And  thy  heaven  that  is  over  thy  head  shall 
be  brass,  and  the  earth  that  is  unde"  thee  shall  be  iron.     24

stroyed.    25  The  Lord  shall  cause  thee  to  be  smitten  before 
thine  enemies :  thou  shalt  go  out  one  way  against  them,  and 
Jiee  seven  ways  before  them;    and  shalt  be  removed  into 
all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth.     33  The  fruit  oi  thy  land,  and 
all  thy  labors,  shall  a  nation  wliich  thou  knowest  not  eat  up : 
and  thou  shalt  be  only  oppressed  and  crushed  al  way.  37  And  thou 
shalt  become  an  astonishment,  a  proverb,  and  a  by-word,  among 
all  nations  whither  the  Lord  shall  lead  thee.    38  Thou  shalt  car- 
ry much  seed  out  into  the  field,  and  shalt  gather  but  little  in : 
for  the  locust  shall  consume  it.     39  Thou  shalt  plant  vineyards 
and  dress  them,  but  shalt  neither  drink  of  the  wine,  ncnr  gather 
the  grapes :  for  the  worms  shall  eat  them.     40  Thou  shalt  have 
olive-trees  throughout  all  thy  coasts,  but  thou  shalt  not  anon  t 
tttyself  with  the  oil ;  for  thine  oliye  shall  cast  his  fndL.    41 
Thou  shalt  beget  sons  and  daughters,  but  thou  shalt  not  enjoy 
Uiem :  for  they  shall  go  into  captivity.     42  All  thy  trees  and 
finit  of  thy  land  shall  the  locusts  consume.    43  Ilie 
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All  M  within  thee  shall  get  up  above  thee  very  high ;  and  thou 
ihalt  pome  down  very  low.  44  He  shall  lend  to  thee,  and 
thou  shalt  not  lend  to  him :  he  shall  be  the  head,  and  thou  shalt 
be  the  taiL  45  Moreover,  all  these  curses  shall  come  u{>on 
thee,  and  shall  pursue  thee,  and  overtake  thee,  till  thou  be  de- 
stroyed :  because  thou  hearkenedst  not  unto  the  voice  of  the 
Lord  thy  God,  to  keep  his  commandments  and  his  statQtes 
which  he  commanded  thee.  46  And  they  shall  be  upon  thf^e 
for  a  sign  and  for  a  wonder,  and  upon  thy  seed  for  ever.  47 
Because  thou  servedstnot  the  Lord  thy  God  ^dth  joyfuliiess  and 
with  gUidness  of  heart,  for  the  abundance  of  all  ifdngs ;  48 
Theretbre  shalt  thou  serve  thine  enemies  which  the  Lord  shall 
send  against  thee,  in  hunger,  and  in  thirst,  and  in  nakedness, 
and  in  want  of  all  tlnngs:  and  he  shall  put  a  yoke  of  iron  upon 
thy  neck,  until  he  have  destroyed  thee.  58  K  thou  wilt  not 
observe  to  do  all  the  words  of  this  law  that  are  written  in  this 
book,  that  thou  mayest  fear  this  glorious  and  fearful  name, 
THE  LOftD  THY  GOD;  59  Then  the  Lord  will  make 
thy  plagnes  wonderful,  and  the  plagues  of  thy  seed,  even  great 
plagues,  and  of  long  continuance,  and  sore  sicknesses,  and  of 
long  continuance.  62  And  ye  shall  be  left  few  in  number, 
whereas  ye  were  as  the  stars  of  heaven  for  multitude ;  because 
thou  wouldest  not  obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God.  63 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  as  the  Lord  rejoiced  over  you 
to  do  yon  good,  and  to  multiply  you  ;  so  the  Lord  will  rejoice 
over  you  to  destroy  you  and  to  bring  you  to  nought ;  and  ye 
shall  be  plucked  from  off  the  land  whither  thou  goest  to  possess 
it  66  And  thy  life  shall  hang  in  doubt  before  thee  :  and  thou 
shalt  fear  day  and  night,  and  shalt  have  none  assurance  of  thy 
life :  67  Li  the  morning  thou  shalt  say.  Would  God  it  were 
even !  and  at  even  thou  shalt  say.  Would  God  it  were  morn- 
ing !  for  the  fear  of  thine  heart  wherewith  thou  shalt  fear,  and 
for  the  sight  of  thine  eyes  which  thou  shalt  see. 

2  Ch.  24:  20  And  the  Spirit  of  God  came  upon  Zechariah 
the  son  of  Jehoiada  the  priest,  which  stood  above  the  people, 
and  said  unto  them,  Thus  saith  Grod,  Why  transgress  ye  the 
commandments  of  the  Lord,  tliat  ye  cannot  prosper  ?  because 
ye  have  forsaken  the  Lord,  he  hath  also  forsaken  you.  21 
And  they  conspired  against  him,  and  stoned  him  with  stones  at 
the  commandment  of  the  king,  in  the  court  of  the  house  of  the 
Lord.  22  Thus  Joash  the  king  remembered  not  the  kindness 
which  Jahoiada  his  father  had  done  to  him,  but  slew  his  son. 
And  when  he  died,  he  said.  The  Lord  look  upon  ?>,  and  re- 
quire tV.  23  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  the  year,  that 
(he  host  of  Syria  came  up  againit  him :  and  they  came  to

Judah  and  Jerusalem,  and  destroyed  all  the  princes  of  tli6 
people  from  among  the  people,  and  sent  all  the  spoil  of  them 
unto  the  king  of  Damascus.  24  For  the  army  of  the  Syrians 
came  with  a  small  company  of  men,  and  the  Lord  delivered  a 
very  great  host  into  tlieir  hand,  because  they  had  forsaken  the 
Lord  God  of  their  fathei*s.  So  they  executed  judgment 
against  Joash.

26  Nevertheless,  they  were  disobedient,  and  re- 
belled against  thee,  and  cast  thy  law  behind  their  backs,  and 
slew  thy  prophets  which  testified  against  them  to  turn  them  to 
thee,  and  they  wrought  great  provocations.  27  Therefore  thou 
deUveredst  them  into  the  hand  of  their  enemies,  who  vexed 
them :  and  in  the  time  ctf  their  trouble,  when  they  cried  unto 
thee,  thou  heardcst  them  from  heaven ;  and  according  to  thy 
manifold  mercies  thou  gavest  them  saviours,  who  saved  them 
out  of  the  hand  of  their  enemies.  28  But  after  they  had  rest, 
they  did  evil  again  before  thee :  therefore  leftest  thou  them  in 
the  hand  of  their  enemies,  so  that  they  had  the  dominion  over 
them :  yet  when  they  returned  and  cried  unto  thee,  thou  heard- 
est  them  from  heaven ;  and  many  times  didst  thou  deliver  them 
according  to  thy  mercies :  29  And  testifiedst  against  them,  that 
thou  mightest  bring  them  again  unto  thy  law :  yet  they  dealt 
proudly,  and  hearkened  not  unto  thy  conmiandments,  but 
sinned  against  thy  judgments,  (which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  live 
in  them ;)  and  withdrew  the  shoulder,  and  hardened  their  neck, 
and  would  not  hear.  30  Yet  many  years  didst  thou  forbear 
>hem,  and  testifiedst  against  them  by  thy  Spirit  in  thy  pro- 
phets :  yet  would  they  not  give  ear :  therefore  gavest  thou 
I  hem  into  the  hand  of  the  people  of  the  lands.

7  The/Be- 
fore now  thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  God  of  hosts,  the  Grod  of 
Israel ;  Wherefore  commit  ye  this  great  evil  against  your 
souls,  to  cut  ofi*  from  you  man  and  woman,  child  and  suckling, 
out  of  Judah,  to  leave  you  none  to  remain :  8  In  that  ye  pro- 
voke me  unto  wrath  with  the  works  of  your  hands,  burning  in- 
cense unto  other  gods  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  whither  ye  be  gone 
to  dwell,  that  ye  might  cut  yourselves  off,  and  that  ye  might 
be  a  curse  and  a  reproach  among  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  ? 
9  Have  ye  forgotten  the  wickednesss  of  your  fathers,  and  the 
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wickedness  of  the  kings  of  Judali,  and  the  wickedness  of  their 
wives,  and  your  own  wickedness,  and  the  wickedness  of  your 
wives,  whidi  they  have  committed  in  the  land  of  Judah,  and 
in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem  ?  10  They  are  not  humhled  even 
unto  this  day,  neither  have  they  feared,  nor  walked  in  my  law,

they  that  did  see  me  without  fled  from  me.  13  For  I  have 
heard  the  slander  of  many:  fear  was  on  every  side :  while 
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they  todc  coansel  together  against  me,  they  devised  to  take 
away  my  life.  —  42:  10  As  with  a  sword  in  my  bones,  mine 
enemies  reproach  me ;  while  they  say  daily  unto  me,  Where 
is  thy  Grod? —  44:  22  Yea,  for  thy  sake  are  we  killed  all  the 
day  long ;  we  are  counted  as  sheep  for  the  slaughter.

8  I  am  become  a  stranger  unto  my 
brethren,  and  an  alien  unto  my  mother's  children.  9  For  the 
zeal  of  thine  house  hath  eaten  me  up ;  and  the  reproaches  of 
them  that  reproached  thee  are  fallen  upon  me.  10  When  I 
wept,  and  chastened  my  soul  with  fasting,  that  was  to  my 
reproach.  19  Thou  hast  known  my  reproach,  and  my  shame, 
and  my  dishonor:  mine  adversaries  are  all  before  thee.  20 
Reproach  hath  broken  my  heart ;  and  I  am  full  of  heaviness : 
and  I  looked  for  some  to  take  pity,  but  there  was  none ;  and 
for  comforters,  but  I  found  none.  —  79:  4  We  are  become  a 
reproach  to  our  neighbors,  a  scorn  and  derision  to  them  that 
are  round  about  us.  —  89:  50  Remember,  Lord,  the  reproach 
of  thy  ser\'ant8 ;  how  I  do  bear  in  my  bosom  the  reproach  of 
all  the  mighty  people ;  51  Wherewith  thine  enemies  have 
reproached,  O  Loud  ;  wherewith  they  have  reproached  the 
footsteps  of  thine  anointed.

512.  Z/Itimate  triumph  of  those  persecuted  for  righteousness'  sake.

25  And  he  shall  speak  great  words  against  the  Most 
High,  and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the  Most  High,  and 
think  to  change  times  and  laws  :  and  they  shall  be  given  into 
his  hand  until  a  time  and  times  and  the  dividing  of  time.  2k 
But  the  judgment  shall  sit,  and  they  shall  take  away  his  domin 
ion  to  consume  and  to  destory  it  unto  the  end. 
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Popery  predicted. 


2  Th.  2: 3  Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any  means :  for  that 
day  shall  not  come,  except  there  come  a  falling  away  first, 
and  that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  son  of  perdition ;  4  Who 
opposeth  and  exalteth  himself  above  all  that  is  called  God,  or 
that  is  worshipped;  so  that  he,  as  God,  sitteth  in  the  temple  of 
Grod,  shewing  himself  that  he  is  God.

8  And  then  shall  that  Wicked  be  revealed,  whom  the  Lord 
shall  consume  with  the  spirit  of  his  mouth,  and  shall  destroy 
with  the  brightness  of  his  coming :  9  ^ven  him,  whose  coming 
is  after  the  working  of  Satan,  with  all  power,  and  signs,  and 
lying  wonders,  10  And  with  all  deceivableness  of  unright- 
eousness in  them  that  perish ;  because  they  received  not  the 
love  of  the  truth,  that  they  might  be  saved.

— 17:  1  There  came  one  of  the 
seven  angels  which  had  the  seven  vials,  and  talked  with  me, 
saying  unto  me,  Come  hither ;  I  will  shew  unto  thee  the  ji^l^ 
ment  of  the  great  whore  that  sitteth  upon  manj  waters ;  2 
With  whom  the  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  fomiealion, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have  been  made  drank  with 
the  wine  of  her  fornication.  3  So  he  carried  me  away  in  the 
spirit  into  the  wilderness :  and  I  saw  a  woman  sit  upon  a 
scarlet-colored  beast,  full  of  names  of  blasphemy,  having  seven 
heads  and  ten  horns.  4  And  the  woman  was  arrayed  in  pur- 
ple and  scarlet-color,  and  decked  with  gold  and  precious  stimes

Simeon  hath  declared  how  God  at  the  first  did  visit  the  Gen- 
tiles, to  take  out  of  them  a  people  for  his  name.  15  And  to 
this  agree  the  words  of  the  prophets ;  as  it  is  written,  1 6  After 
this  I  will  return,  and  will  build  again  the  tabernacle  of  David 
which  is  fallen  down  ;  and  I  will  build  again  the  ruins  thereof, 
and  I  will  set  it  up:  17  That  the  residue  of  men  might  seek 
afler  the  Lord,  and  all  the  Gentiles,  upon  whom  my  name  is 
called,  saith  the  Lord,  who  doeth  all  these  things.

19  Wherefore  my  sentence  is,  that  we  trouble  not  them, 
which  from  among  the  Gentiles,  are  turned  to  God  :  20  But 
that  we  write  unto  them  that  they  abstain  from  pollutions  of 
idols,  and^row  fornication,  andy>*om  things  strangled,  andyrom 
blood.

520.  Dreadful  end  of  Popery.

— 19: 1  After  these  things  I  heard  a  great  voice 
of  much  people  in  heaven,  saying,  Alleluia:  Salvation,  and 
glory,  and  honor,  and  power,  unto  the  Lord  our  God :  2  For 
true  and  righteous  are  his  judgments :  for  he  hath  judged  th# 
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Evilfl  of—  God  pities  the  Poor. 


great  whore,  which  did  corrupt  the  earth  with  her  fornication, 
and  hath  avenged  the  blood  of  his  servants  at  her  hand.  3  And 
again  they  said,  Alleluia.

Dt.  10:  18  He  doth  execute  the  judgment  of  the  fatherless 
and  widow,  and  loveth  the  stranger,  in  giving  him  food  and 
raiment 

Job  5:  15  He  saveth  the  poor  from  the  sword,  from  their 
mouth,  and  from  the  hand  of  the  mighty.  16  So  the  poor  hath 
hope,  and  iniquity  stoppeth  her  mouth.

523.  Oppression  of  the  poor  forbidden  —  Tkrectts. 

Ex.  22:  21  Thou  shalt  neither  vex  a  stranger,  nor  oppress 
him :  for  ye  were  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt.  22  Ye  shall 
not  afflict  any  widow,  or  fatherless  child. 

Fs-  12:  5  For  the  oppression  of  the  poor,  for  the  sighing  of 
the  needy,  now  will  I  arise,  saith  the  Lord  ;  I  will  set  him  in 
safety  from  him  that  puffeth  at  him.

3  And  what  will  ye  do 
in  the  day  of  visitation,  and  in  the  desolation  which  shall  come 
from  far  ?  to  whom  will  ye  flee  for  help  ?  and  where  will  ye 
leave  your  glory  ? 

Am.  8:  4  Hear  this,  O  ye  that  swallow  up  the  needy,  even 
to  make  the  poor  of  the  land  to  fail,  5  Saying,  When  will  the 
new-moon  be  gone,  that  we  may  sell  corn  ?  and  the  sabbath, 
that  we  may  set  forth  wheat,  making  the  ephah  small,  and  the 
shekel  great,  and  falsifying  the  balances  by  deceit  ?  6  That 
we  may  buy  the  poor  for  silver,  and  the  needy  for  a  pair  of 
shoes ;  yea,  and  sell  the  refuse  of  the  wheat.  7  The  Lord 
hath  sworn  by  the  excellency  of  Jacob,  Surely  I  will  never 
forget  any  of  their  works. 

Mai.  3:  5  I  will  come  near  to  you  to  judgment :  and  I  will 
be  a  swift  witness  against  the  sorcerers,  and  against  the  adul- 
tei^rs,  and  against  false  swearers,  and  against  these  that  op- 
press the  hireling  in  his  wages,  the  widow,  and  the  fatherless, 
and  that  turn  aside  the  stranger  from  his  right  and  fear  not 
me,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.

524.  The  poor  often  distinguished  by  God's  special  ijraee.

—-5:  6  When  we  were  yet  without  strength,  in  due  time  Christ 
died  for  the  ungodly. — 9:  31  Israel,  which  followed  after  the 
law  of  righteousness,  hath  not  attained  to  the  law  of  ri^it- 
eousness.  32  Wherefore  ?  Because  they  sought  it  not  by 
faith,  but  as  it  were  by  the  works  of  the  law.  For  they  stum- 
bled at  that  stumbling-stone. 

Gral.  2:  16  Knowing  that  a  man  is  not  justified  by  the  works 
of  the  law,  but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  even  we  have  be- 
lieved in  Jesus  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  the  faith 
of  Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  the  law :  for  by  the  works 
of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  justified.  20  I  am  crucified  with 
Christ :  nevertheless,  I  live ;  yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in 
me :  and  the  life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh,  I  live  by  the 
faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave  himsefr  for 
me.  21  I  do  not  frustrate  the  grace  of  Grod:  for  if  right- 
eousness come  by  the  law,  then  Christ  is  dead  in  vain. — 3: 10 
As  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law,  are  under  the  curse : 
for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one  tliat  continueth  not  in  all 
things  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law  to  do  Ihem. 
11  But  that  no  man  is  justified  by  the  law  in  the  sight  of 
God,  it  is  evident:  for,  The  just  shall  live  by  faith.  12  And 
the  law  is  not  of  faith.  18  For  if  the  inheritance  £e  of  the 
law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise  :  But  Grod  gave  it  to  Abra- 
ham by  promise.  19  Wherefore  then  servem  the  law?  It 
was  added  because  of  transgressions,  till  the  seed  should 
come  to  whom  the  promise  was  made ;  and  it  was  ordsdned 
by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  mediator.  20  Now,  a  media- 
tor is  not  a  mediator  of  one;  but  God  is  one.  21  ^  the 
law  then  against  the  promises  of  God  ?  Grod  forbid :  for  if 
there  had  been  a  law  given  which  could  have  given  life,  verily 
righteousness  should  have  been  by  the  law.  22  But  the  scrip- 
ture hath  concluded  all  under  sin,  that  the  pi'omise  by  faith  of 
Jesus  Christ  might  be  given  to  them  that  believe.  23  But 
before  faith  came,  we  were  kept  under  the  law,  shut  up  imto 
the  faith  which  should  afterwards  be  revealed.  24  Where- 
fore the  law  was  our  schoolmaster  to  ifring  tis  unto  Christ,  that 
we  might  be  justified  by  faith.

19  Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  enter 
into  the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  20  By  a  new  and  living 
way,  which  he  hath  consecrated  for  us,  through  the  vail,  that  is 
to  say,  his  fiesh. 

1  Pet.  1:  18  Forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  ye  were  not  re- 
deemed with  corruptible  things,  as  silver  and  gold,  from  your 
vain  conversation  received  by  tradition  from  your  fathers ;  19 
But  with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ  —  2:  24  Who  his  own 
self  bare  our  sins  in  his  own  body  on  the  tree,  that  we,  being 
dead  to  sins,  should  live  unto  righteousness :  by  whose  stripes 
ye  were  healed.

578.  Efficacy  of  the  atonement^  or  "  the  Lord  our  righteousness.^^ 

Is.  53:  6  The  Lord  hath  laid  on  him  Hie  iniquity  of  us  alL 

Jer.  23:  6  In  his  days  Judah  shall  be  saved,  and  Israel  shall 
dwell  safely :  and  this  is  his  name  whereby  he  shall  be  called, 
THE  LORD  OUR  RIGHTEOUSNESS. 

Dan.  9:  24  Seventy  weeks  are  determined  upon  thy  people 
and  upon  thy  holy  city,  to  finish  the  transgression,  and  to  make 
an  end  of  sins,  and  to  make  reconciliation  for  iniquity,  and  to 
bring  in  everlasting  righteousness,  and  to  seal  up  the  vision  and 
prophecy,  and  to  anoint  the  Most  Holy. 

Jn.  3:  17  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn 
the  world,  but  that  the  world  through  him  might  be  saved.  - — 
6:  51.  I  am  the  living  bread  which  came  down  from  heaven :

1:  16  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ:  for 
it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  believ- 
eth;  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Greek.  17  For  therein 
is  the  righteousness  of  God  revealed  from  faith  to  faith :  as  it 
is  written,  The  just  shall  live  by  faith.  —  3:  21  But  now  the 
righteousness  of  God  without  the  law  is  manifested,  being 
witnessed  by  the  law  and  the  prophets ;  22  Even  the  right- 
eousness of  God,  which  is  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  unto  all,  and 
npon  all  them  that  believe ;  for  there  is  no  difference.  —  5:  10 
If  when  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to  God  by  the 
death  of  his  Son ;  much  more,  being  reconciled,  we  shall  be 
saved  by  his  life.  1 1  And  not  only  so,  but  we  also  joy  in  God, 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  we  have  now  received 
the  atonement.  15  Not  as  the  offence,  so  also  is  the  free  gift. 
For  if  through  the  offence  of  one  many  be  dead,  much  more 
the  grace  of  God,  and  the  gift  by  grace,  which  is  by  one  man, 
Jesus  Christ,  hath  abounded  unto  many.  IG  'And  not  as  it 
was  by  one  that  sinned,  so  is  the  gift.  For  the  judgment  was 
by  one  to  condemnation,  but  the  free  gift  is  of  many  offences 
unto  justification.  17  For  if  by  one  man's  offence  death 
reigned  by  one ;  much  more  they  which^  receive  abundance  of 
grace,  and  of  the  gift  of  righteousness,  shall  reign  in  life  by 
one,  Jesus  Christ.  18  Therefore,  as  by  the  offence  of  one 
jvdgmerU  came  upon  all  men  to  condemnation,  even  so  by  the 
righteousness  of  one  the  free  gift  came  upon  all  men  unto  justi- 
fication of  life.     19  For  as  by  one  man's  disobedience  many 
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%ere  made  sinners,  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall  many  be 
made  righteous.  20  Moreover  the  law  entered,  that  the  offenoe 
might  abound.  Eut.  where  sin  abounded,  grace  did  much  more 
abound :  21  That  as  sin  hath  reigned  unto  death,  even  so  might 
grace  reign  through  righteousness  unto  eternal  life,  by  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  — 10:  3  They,  being  ignorant  of  God's  right- 
eousness, and  going  about  to  establish  their  own  rigliteousness, 
have  not  submitted  themselves  unto  the  righteousness  of  Grod. 
4  For  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  for  righteousness  to  every 
one  that  believeth. 

£p.  5:  2  Walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also  hath  loved  ns,  and 
hath  given  himself  for  us  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  Grod  for 
a  sweet-smelling  savor. 

Ph.  3:  9  And  be  found  in  him,  not  having  mine  own  right- 
eousness, which  is  of  the  law,  but  that  which  is  through  th« 
faith  of  Christ,  the  righteousness  which  is  of  Grod  by  faith. 

1  Jn.  4:  9  In  this  was  manifested  the  love  of  God  toward  us, 
because  that  Grod  sent  his  only-begotten  Son  into  the  world, 
that  we  might  live  through  him.

617.  General  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

Job  19:  26  TTiough  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  bodif, 
yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God. 

Hos.  13:  14  I  will  ransom  them  from  the  power  of  the 
grave ;  I  will  redeem  them  from  death :  O  death,  I  will  be  thy 
plagues,  O  grave,  I  will  be  thy  destruction. 

Lk.  20:  37  That  the  dead  are  raised,  even  Moses  shewed  at 
the  bush,  when  he  calleth  the  Lord  the  Grod  of  Abraham,  and 
the  Grod  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  38  For  he  is  not  a 
God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living. 

Jn.  5:  28  Marvel  not  at  this :  for  the  hour  is  coming,  in  the 
which  all  that  are  in  the  graves  shall  hear  his  voice,  29  And 
shall  come  forth.  —  6:  40  This  is  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me, 
that  every  one  which  seeth  the  Son,  and  believeth  on  him,  may 
have  everlasting  life  :  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. 
— 11:  23  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Thy  brother  shall  rise  again. 
24  Martha  saith  unto  him,  I  know  that  he  shall  rise  again  in 
the  resurrection  at  the  last  day. 

Ac.  4:  1  As  they  spake  unto  the  people,  the  priests,  and  the 
captain  of  the  temple,  and  the  Sadducees  came  upon  them, 
2  Being  grieved  that  they  taught  the  people,  and  preached 
through  Jesus  the  resurrection  from  the  dead.  —  24:  15  And 
have  hope  toward  God,  which  they  themselves  also  allow,  that 
there  shall  be  a  resurrection  of  the  dead  both  of  the  just  and 
unjust.  —  26:  8  Why  should  it  be  thought  a  thing  incredible 
with  you,  that  God  should  raise  the  dead  ? 

Rom.  6:  8  If  we  be  dead  with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we 
shall  also  live  with  him :  9  Knowings  that  Christ,  being  raised 
from  the  dead,  dieth  no  more ;  death  hath  no  more  dominion 
over  him.  —  8:  23  And  not  only  theyy  but  ourselves  also,  which 
have  the  firs^fruits  of  the  Spirit,  even  we  ourselves  groan 
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Incorruptible  Bodies. 

within  ourselves,  waiting  for  the  adoption,  to  wit,  the  redemp- 
tion of  our  body. 

1  Cor.  6:  14  Grod  hath  both  raised  up  the  Lord,  and  wiU 
also  raise  up  us  by  his  own  power.  — 15:  21  Since  by  man 
came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  22 
For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made 
alive.     [See  the  whole  chapter.] 

2  Cor.  4:  14  Knowing,  that  he  which  raised  up  the  Lord 
Jesus,  shall  raise  up  us  also  by  Jesus,  and  shall  present  us  with 
you.

1  Cor.  15:  .35  Some  man  w^ill  say.  How  are  the  dead  raised 
up  ?  and  with  what  body  do  they  come  ?  36  Thou  fool,  that 
which  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened  except  it  die :  37  And  that 
which  thou  sowest,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  sliall  be.  42 
So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corrup- 
tion, it  is  raised  in  incorruption :  43  It  is  sown  in  dishonor,  it 
is  raised  in  glory :  it  is  sown  in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power: 
44  It  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 
There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body.  50 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  fiesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  Grod ;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorrup- 
tion. 52  In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last 
trump :  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound.  Mid  the  dead  shall  be 
raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  53  For  this 
corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  mujst  put 
on  immortality.  54  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortal- 
ity, then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written, 
Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory. 

2  Cor.  5:  2  In  this  we  groan,  earnestly  desiring  to  be 
clothed  upon  with  our  house  which  is  from  heaven :  3  If  so  be 
that  being  clothed  we  shall  not  be  found  naked.  4  For  we 
that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groan,  being  burdened :  not  for 
that  we  would  1>e  unclothed,  but  clothed  upon,  that  mortality 
might  be  swallowed  up  of  life. 

Ph.  3:  20  Uur  conversation  is  in  heaven ;  from  whence  also 
we  look  for  the  Savior,  the  Lord  Jeeus  Christ:  21  Who  shall

Gen.  4:  26  To  Seth,  to  him  also  there  was  bom  a  son ;  and 
he  called  his  name  Enos :  then  began  men  to  call  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord. 

1  K.  18:  38  Then  the  fire  of  the  Lord  fell,  and  consumed 
the  burnt-sacrifice,  and  the  wood,  and  the  stones,  and  the  dust, 
and  licked  up  the  water  that  was  in  the  trench.  39  And  when 
all  the  people  saw  iV,  they  fell  on  their  faces :  and  they  said, 
The  Lord,  he  is  the  God ;  the  Lord,  he  is  the  GU)d. 

2  K.  23:  3  The  king  [Josiah]  stood  by  a  pillar,  and  made  a 
covenant  before  the  Lord,  to  walk  after  the  Lord,  and  to 
keep  his  commandments,  and  his  testimonies,  and  his  statutes, 
with  all  their  heart,  and  all  their  soul,  to  perform  the  words  of 
this  covenant  that  were  written  in  this  book.  And  all  the 
people  stood  to  the  covenant.  21  The  king  commanded  all 
the  people,  saying.  Keep  the  passover  unto  the  Lord  your 
God,  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  this  covenant.  22  Surely 
there  was  not  holden  such  a  passover  from  the  days  of  the 
judges  that  judged  Israel,  nor  in  all  the  days  of  the  kings  of 
Israel,  nor  of  the  kings  of  Judah. 

2  Ch.  30:  1 1  Divers  of  Asher  and  Manasseh  and  of  2^bulun 
humbled  themselves,  and  came  to  Jerusalem.  12  Also  in 
Judah  the  hand  of  God  was  to  give  them  one  heart  to  do  the 
commandment  of  the  king  [Hezekiah]  and  of  the  princes,  by 
the  word  of  the  Lord.  13  And  there  assembled  at  Jerusalem 
much  people  to  keep  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  in  the  second 
month,  a  very  great  congregation.  21  The  children  of  Israel 
that  loere  present  at  Jerusalem  kept  the  feast  of  unleavened 
bread  seven  days  with  great  gladness:  22  And  Hezekiah 
spake  comfortably  unto  all  the  Levites  that  taught  the  good 
knowledge  of  the  Lord  :  and  they  did  eat  throughout  the  feast 
seven  days,  offering  peace-offerings,  and  making  confession  to 
the  Lord  God  of  their  fathers.  23  And  the  whole  assembly 
took  counsel  to  keep  other  seven  days :  and  they  kept  other 
seven  days  with  gladness.  26  So  there  was  great  joy  in  Jeru- 
salem :  for  since  the  time  of  Solomon  the  son  of  David  king 
of  Israel  there  was  not  the  like  in  Jerusalem.  27  Then  the 
priests  the  li&vites  apose  and  blessed  the  people :  and  tbdr 
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roice  was  heard,  and  their  prayer  came  up  to  his  holy  dwelling- 
place,  even  unto  heaven. 

Neh.  8:  2  Ezra  the  priest  brought  the  law  before  'the  con- 
gregation both  of  men  and  women,  and  all  that  could  hear  with 
understanding,  upon  the  first  day  of  the  seventh  month.  "^ 
And  he  read  therein  before  the  street  that  was  before  the 
water-gate  from  the  morning  until  mid-day,  before  the  men 
and  the  women,  and  tnose  that  could  understand ;  and  the  ears 
of  all  the  people  were  attentive  unto  the  book  of  the  law.  6 
And  Ezra  blessed  the  Lord,  the  great  Grod.  And  all  the 
people  answered.  Amen,  Amen,  with  lifting  up  their  hands : 
and  they  bowed  their  heads,  and  woi-shipped  the  Lord  with 
their  faces  to  the  ground.  9  And  Nehemiah,  which  is  the 
Tirshatha,  and  Ezra  the  priest  the  scribe,  and  the  Levites  that 
taught  the  people,  said  unto  all  the  people.  This  day  is  holy 
unto  the  Lord  your  Grod ;  mourn  not,  nor  weep.  For  all  the 
people  wept,  when  they  heard  the  words  of  the  law. 

Jer.  2:  2  Gro,  and  cry  in  the  ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying,  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  ;  I  remember  thee,  the  kindness  of  thy  youth, 
the  love  of  thine  espousals,  when  thou  wentest  after  me  in  the 
wilderness,  in  a  land  that  teas  not  sown.  3  Israel  was  holiness 
anto  the  Lord,  and  the  first-fniits  of  his  increase. 

Ac  2:  41  Then  they  that  gladly  received  his  word,  were 
baptized :  and  the  same  day  there  were  added  unto  them  about 
three  thousand  souls.  42  And  they  continued  steadfastly  in 
the  apostles'  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread, 
and  in  prayers.  43  And  fear  came  upon  every  soul :  and  many 
wonders  and  signs  were  done  by  the  apostles.  —  4:4  Many 
of  them  which  heard  the  word,  believed,  and  the  number  of  the 
men  was  about  five  thousand. — 5: 14  Believers  were  the  more 
added  to  the  Lord,  multitudes  both  of  men  and  women. — 8:  5 
Then  Philip  went  down  to  the  city  of  Samaria,  and  preached 
Christ  unto  them.  6  And  the  people  with  one  accord  gave 
heed  unto  those  things  which  Philip  spake,  hearing  and  seeing 
the  miracles  which  he  did.  7  For  unclean  spirits,  crying  with 
loud  voice,  came  out  of  many  that  were  possessed  vnth  them : 
and  many  taken  with  palsies,  and  that  were  lame,  were  healed. 
— 11:  19  They  which  were  scattered  abroad  upon  the  perse- 
cution that  arose  about  Stephen,  travelled  as  far  as  Phenice, 
and  Cjrprus,  and  Antioch,  preaching  the  word  to  none  but  unto 
the  Jews  only.  20  And  some  of  them  were  men  of  Cyprus 
and  Cyrene,  which  when  they  were  come  to  Antioch,  spake 
unto  the  Grecians,  preaching  the  Lord  Jesus.  21  And  the 
band  of  the  Lord  was  with  them :  and  a  great  number  believed, 
aad  turned  unto  the  Lord.     22  Then  tidings  of  these  things 
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came  onto  the  ears  of  the  church  which  was  in  Jerusalem :  and 
they  sent  forth  Barnabas,  that  he  should  go  as  far  as  Antioch. 
23  Who,  when  he  came,  and  had  seen  the  grace  of  Grod,  was 
glad,  and  exhorted  them  all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart  thev 
would  cleave  unto  the  Lord.  2^  For  he  was  d  good  man,  and 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  of  faith:  and  much  people  was 
added  unto  the  Lord. — 14:  1  It  came  to^ass  in  Iconium,  that 
they  went  both  together  into  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews,  and  so 
spaJjLC,  that  a  great  multitude,  both  of  the  Jews,  and  also  of  thf 
Greeks,  believed. 

620.  The  influences  uf  tlte  Spirit  compared  to  rain,  or  the  powring  of  voter. 

Ps.  72:  6  He  shall  come  down  like  rain  upon  the  mown 
grass :  as  showers  that  water  the  earth. 

Pr.  1:  23  Turn  you  at  my  reproof:  behold,  I  will  pour  out 
my  spirit  unto  you,  I  will  make  known  my  words  unto  you. 

Is.  32:  15  Until  the  Spirit  be  poured  upon  us  from  on  high,

for  his  first-bom.

2  EL  23:  24  The  workers  with  familiar  spirits,  and  the  wiz- 
ards, and  the  images,  and  the  idols,  and  aU  the  abominatiotttf 
that  were  spied  in  the  land  of  Judah  and  In  Jerusalem,  did 
Joaiah  put  away,  that  he  might  porfonn  the  irofds  of  the  Ua^ 
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which  were  written  in  the  book  that  Hilkiah  the  priest  found 
in  the  house  of  the  Lord.  25  And  like  unto  him  was  there 
DO  king  before  him,  that  turned  to  the  Lord  with  all«his  heart, 
and  with  all  his  soul,  and  with  all  his  might,  according  to  all  the 
hiw  of  Moses ;  neither  after  him  arose  there  any  like  him. 

2  Ch.  31:  5  As  soon  as  the  commandment  came  abroad,  the 
children  of  Israel  brought  in  abundance  the  first-fruits  of  corn, 
wine,  and  oil,  and  honey,  and  of  all  the  increase  of  the  field ;

If.  thou  wilt  be  perfect,  go 
and  sell  that  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor,  and  thoa  shaJt 
have  treasure  in  heaven:  and  come  and  follow  me.  22  But 
when  the  young  man  heard  that  saying,  he  went  away  sorrow- 
ful :  for  he  had  great  possessions. 

2  Tim.  4:  10  Demas  hath  forsaken  me,  having  loved  this 
present  world. 

625.  Richea  and  prosperity  har^e  a  corrupting  and  dangerous  tendency. 

Gren.  13:  10  Lot  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  beheld  all  the  plain 
of  Jordan,  that  it  was  well  watered  every  where,  before  Uit 
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Lord  destroyed  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  even  as  the  garden  of 
the  Lord,  like  the  land  of  Egypt,  as  thou  comest  unto  Zoar. 
1 1  Then  Lot  chose  him  all  the  plain  of  Jordan ;  and  Lot  jour- 
neyed  east :  and  they  separated  themselves  the  one  from  the 
other.  12  Abram  dwelled  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  Lot 
dwelled  in  the  cities  of  the  plain,  and  pitched  his  tent  toward 
Sodom.  13  But  the  men  of  Sodom  were  wicked  and  sinners 
beforfe  the  Lord,  exceedingly.

—  32:  13  He  made  him 
ride  on  the  high  [)lacos  of  the  earth,  that  he  might  eat  the 
increase  of  the  fields ;  and  he  made  him  to  suck  honey  out  of 
the  rock,  and  oil  out  of  the  flinty  rock  ;  14  Butter  of  kine,  and 
milk  of  sheep,  with  fat  of  lambs,  and  rams  of  the  breed  of 
Bashan,  and  goats,  with  the  fat  of  kidneys  of  wheat ;  and  thou 
didst  drink  the  pure  blood  of  the  grape.  1  -5  But  Jeshurun 
waxed  fat,  and  kicked :  thou  art  waxen  fat,  thou  art  grown  thick, 
thou  art  covered  with  fatness;  then  he  forsook  God  which  made 
him,  and  lightly  esteemed  the  Rock  of  his  salvation. 

2  Ch.  2G:  3  Sixteen  years  old  zoos  Uzziah  when  he  began  to 
reign,  and  he  reigned  fifty  and  two  years  in  Jerusalem.  5  And 
he  sought  God  in  the  days  of  Zechariah,  who  had  understanding 
in  the  visions  of  God :  and,  as  long  as  he  sought  the  Lord, 
God  made  him  to  prosper.  15  And  his  name  spread  far 
abroad ;  for  he  was  marvellously  helped,  till  he  was  strong. 
16  But  when  he  was  strong,  his  heart  was  lifted  up  to  his 
destruction.

13  There  is  a  sore  evil  which  I  have  seen 
under  the  sun,  namdy^  riches  kept  for  the  owners  thereof  to 
their  hurt. 

22:  21  I  spake  unto  thee  in  ikj  prosperity ;  hut  thou 
saidst,  I  will  not  hear. 

Ezk.  16:  49  Behold,  this  was  the  iniquity  of  thy  sister 
Sodom,  pride,  fulness  of  bread,  and  abundance  of  idleness  was 
in  her  and  in  her  daughters,  neither  did  she  strengthen  the 
hand  of  the  poor  and  needy.  50  And  they  were  haughty,  and 
committed  abomination  betbre  me :  therefore  I  took  them  away 
as  I  saw  good,  —  28:  5  By  thy  great  wisdom  and  by  thy 
traffic,  hast  thou  increased  thy  riches,  and  thy  heart  is  lifted 
up  because  of  thy  riches. 

Mat  19:  23  Then  said  Jesus  unto  his  disciples.  Verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  That  a  rich  man  shall  hardly  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  heaven.

19  And  who  knoweth  whether  he  shall  be  a  wise 
man  or  a  fool  ?  yet  shall  he  have  rule  over  all  my  labor  where- 
in I  have  labored,  and  wherein  I  have  shewed  myself  wise 
under  the  sun.  This  is  also  vanity.  5: 10  He  that  loveth  silver 
shall  not  be  satisfied  with  silver ;  nor  he  that  loveth  abundance 
with  increase :  this  is  also  vanity.  1 1  When  goods  increase,  they 
are  increased  that  eat  them :  and  what  good  is  there  to  the 
ot7ners  thereof,  saving  the  beholding  of  them  with  their  eyes.

Ex.  20:  8  Remember  the  sabbath-day  to  keep  it  holy.    9 
Six  days  shalt  thou  labor,  and  do  all  thy  work:     10  But  the 
seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God. 
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Dt.  5:  14  The  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy

1 7  Then  I  contended  with 
the  nobles  of  Judah,  and  said  unto  them,  What  evil  thing  is  this 
that  ye  do,  and  profane  the  sabbath-day  ?  18  Did  not  your 
fathers  thus,  and  did  not  our  Grod  bring  all  this  evil  upon  us, 
and  upon  this  city  ?  yet  ye  bring  more  wrath  upon  Israel  by 
profaning  the  sabbath. 

£zk.  44:  24  In  controversy  they  shall  stand  in  judgment ; 
€md  they  shall  judge  it  according  to  my  judgments :  and  they 
shall  keep  my  laws  and  my  statutes  in  all  mine  assemblies ; 
and  they  shall  hallow  my  sabbaths. 

639.  Sabbath  recognized^  and  its  proper  works  of  merc^  asserted  by  Christ, 
the  "  Lord  of  the  Siibbathr 

Mat.  12:  1  At  that  time  Jesus  went  on  the  sabbath-day 
through  the  com,  and  his  disciples  were  an  hungered,  and 
began  to  pluck  the  ears  of  com,  and  to  eat.  2  But  when  the 
Pharisees  saw  iV,  they  said  unto  him.  Behold,  thy  disciples  do 
that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon  the  sabbath-day.  3  But 
he  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  not  read  what  David  did  when  he 
was  an  hungered,  and  they  that  were  with  him  ;  4  How  he 
entered  into  the  house  of  God,  and  did  eat  the  shew-bread, 
which  was  not  lawful  for  him  to  eat,  neither  for  them  which 
were  with  him,  but  only  for  the  priests  ?  5  Or  have  ye  not 
read  in  the  law  how  that  on  the  sabbath-days  the  priests  in  the 
temple  profane  the  sabbath,  and  are  blameless  ?  11  And  he 
said  unto  them.  What  man  shall  there  be  among  you,  that  shall 
have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbatli-day,  will 
he  not  lav  hold  on  it,  and  lift  it  out  ?  1 2  How  much  then  is  a 
man  better  than  a  sheep  ?  Wherefore  it  is  lawful  to  do  well 
on  the  sabbath-days.  13  Then  saith  he  to  the  man.  Stretch 
forth  thine  hand.  And  he  stretched  it  forth ;  and  it  was  re- 
stored whole,  like  as  the  other.  [Mk.  2:  23—28.  Lk.  6:  1—10.] 
—  24:  20  Pray  ye  that  your  flight  be  not  in  the  winter,  neither 
on  the  sabbath-day. 

Mk.  2:  27  He  said  unto  them.  The  sabbath  was  made  for 
mAl^^  sftd  not  man  for  the  sabbath :    28  Therefoi'e,  the  Son 
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man  is  Lord  also  of  the  sabbath.  —  3:  4  He  saith  unto  them,  Is 
it  lawful  to  do  good  on  the  sabbath-days,  or  to  do  evil?  to  save 
life,  or  to  kill  ?  but  they  held  their  peace. 

Lk.  13:  11  6ehold,there  was  a  woman  which  had  a  spirit  of 
infirmity  eighteen  years,  and  was  bowed  together,  and  could  in 
no  wise  lift  up  herself,  12  And  when  Jesus  saw  her,  he  called 
her  to  hiniy  and  said  unto  her,  Woman,  thou  art  loosed  from 
thine  infirmity.  13  And  he  laid  his  hands  on  her :  and  imme- 
diately she  was  made  straight,  and  glorified  God.  14  And  the 
ruler  of  the  synagogue  answered  with  indignation,  because  that 
Jesus  had  healed  on  the  sabbath-day,  and  said  unto  the  people, 
There  are  six  days  in  which  men  ought  to  work :  in  them 
therefore  come  and  be  healed,  and  not  on  the  sabbath-day.  15 
The  Lord  then  answered  him,  and  said.  Thou  hypocrite,  doth 
not  each  one  of  you  on  the  sabbath  loose  his  ox  or  his  ass  from 
the  stall,  and  lead  him  away  to  watering?  16  And  ought  not 
this  woman,  being  a  daughter  of  Abraham,  whom  Satan  hath 
bound,  lo,  these  eighteen  years,  be  loosed  fit»n  this  bond  on 
the  sabbath-day  ?  17  And  when  he  had  said  these  things,  all 
his  adversaries  w^ere  ashamed. 

Jn.  5:  8  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Rise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and 
walk.  9  And  immediately  the  man  was  made  whole,  and  took 
up  his  bed,  and  walked :  and  on  the  same  day  was  the  'sab- 
bath. 10  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him  that  was  cured, 
It  is  the  sabbath-day ;  it  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  carry  thy  bed. 

16  And  therefore  did  the  Jews  persecute  Jesus,  and  sought  to 
slay  him,  because  he  had  done  these  things  on  the  sabbath-day. 

17  But  Jesus  answered  them.  My  Father  worketh  hitherto, 
and  I  work.

up :  and,  as  his  custom  was,  he  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the 

sabbath-day,  and  stood  up  for  to  read.     31  And  came  down  to 

Capernaum,  a  city  of  Galilee,  and  taught  them  on  the  fti\^Wt- 
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dajs. — 13: 10  He  was  teaching  in  one  of  the  synagogues  on 
the  sabbath. 

Ac  13: 14  When  they  departed  from  Perga,  they  came  to 
Antioch  in  Pisidia,  and  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the  sab- 
bath-day, and  sat  down.  15  And  after  the  reading  of  the  law 
and  the  prophets,  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue  sent  unto  them, 
saying,  Te  men  and  brethren,  if  ye  have  iuiy  word  of  exhorta- 
tion for  the  people,  say  on.  16  Then  Paul  stood  up,  and  beck- 
oning with  his  hand,  said.  Men  of  Israel,  and  ye  that  fear  God, 
give  audience.  42  And  when  the  Jews  were  gone  out  of  the 
synagogue,  the  Gentiles  besought  that  these  words  might  be 
preached  to  them  the  next  sabbath.  44  And  the  next  sabbath- 
day  came  almost  the  whole  city  together  to  hear  the  word  of 
God. — 15:  21  Moses  of  old  time  hath  in  every  city  them  that 
preach  him,  being  read  in  the  synagogues  every  sabbath-day. 
— 17:  2  Paul,  as  his  manner  was,  went  in  unto  them,  and 
three  sabbath-days  reasoned  with  them  out  of  the  scriptures. 
— 18:  4  He  [Paul]  reasoned  in  the  synagogue  every  ssibbath, 
and  persuaded  the  Jews  and  the  Greeks. 

1  Cor.  16:  2  Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one 
of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath  prospered  him,  that 
there  be  no  gatherings  when  I  come. 

Heb.  10:  25  Not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  Ourselves  to- 
gether, as  the  manner  of  some  is  ;  but  exhorting  one  another  ; 
and  so  much  the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching.

641.  Sabbath  to  be  kept  holy;  secular  labor  forbidden. 

Ex.  16:  23  He  said  unto  them.  This  t*  that  which  the  Lord 
bath  said.  To-morrow  is  the  rest  of  the  holy  sabbath  unto  the 
Lord  :  bake  that  which  ye  will  bake  to-day,  and  seethe  that  ye 
will  seethe ;  and  that  which  remaineth  over,  lay  up  for  you  to 
be  kept  until  the  morning.  24  And  they  laid  it  up  till  the 
morning,  as  Moses  bade :  and  it  did  not  stink,  neither  was 
there  any  worm  therein.  25  And  Moses  said.  Eat  that  to-day ; 
for  to-day  is  a  sabbath  unto  the  Lord  ;  to-day  ye  shall  not 
find  it  in  the  field.  26  Six  days  ye  shall  gather  it ;  but  on  the 
seventh  day,  which  is  the  sabbath,  in  it  there  shall  be  none. 
27  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  there  went  out  some  of  the  people 
on  the  seventh  day  for  to  gather,  and  they  found  none.  28 
And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  How  long  refuse  ye  to  keep 
my  commandments  and  my  laws  ?  29  See,  for  that  the  Lord 
hath  given  you  the  sabbath,  therefore  be  giveth  you  on  the 
sixth  day  the  bread  of  two  days :  abide  ye  every  man  in  his 
place,  let  no  man  go  out  of  his  place  on  the  seventh  day.    30 
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So  thcf  people  rested  on  the  seventh  day. — 20:  8  Remember 
the  sabbath-day  to  keep  it  holy.  9  Six  days  shalt  thou  labor, 
and  do  all  thy  work :  10  But  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath 
of  the  Lord  thy  God :  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou, 
nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  man-servant,  nor  thy  mmd- 
servant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy 
gates :  1 1  For  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth, 
the  sea  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh  day :

17  It  is  a  sign  between  me  and  the  children 
of  Israel  for  ever :  for  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and 
earth,  and  on  the  seventh  day  he  rested  and  was  refreshed. —

shalt  rest:  in  earing-time  and  in  harvest  thou  shalt  rest  —

mighty  hand  and  by  a  stretchcd-out  arm :  tlioreforj  the  Lord 
thy  God  commanded  thee  to  keep  the  sabbath-day. 

Jer.  17:  21  Thus  saith  the  Lord  ;  Take  heed  to  yourselves, 
and  bear  no  burden  on  the  sabbath-day,  nor  bring  it  in  by  the 
gates  of  Jerusalem  ;  22  Neither  carry  forth  a  bnrden  out  of 
your  houses  on  the  sabbath-day,  neither  do  ye  any  work,  but 
hallow  ye  the  sabbath-day,  as  I  commanded  your  fathers.

6:  3  Ye  that  put  far  away  the  evil  day,  and  cause  the 
seat  of  violence  to  come  near ;  4  That  lie  upon  beds  of  ivory, 
and  stretch  themselves  upon  their  couches,  and  eat  the  lambs 
out  of  the  flock,  and  the  calves  out  of  the  midst  of  the  stall; 
5  That  chant  to  the  sound  of  the  viol,  and  invent  to  themselves 
instruments  of  music,  like  David ;  6  That  drink  wine  in  bowls, 
and  anoint  themselves  witii  the  chief  ointments  :  but  they  are 
not  grieved  for  the  affliction  of  Joseph.  7  Therefore,  now  shall 
they  go  captive  with  the  first  that  go  captive,  and  the  banquet 
of  them  that  stretched  themselves  shall  be  removed. 

Rom.  6:  1 2  Let  not  sin  therefore  reign  in  your  mortal  body, 
that  ye  should  obey  it  in  the  lusts  thereof. — 13:  13  Let  us  walk 
honestly,  as  in  the  day :  not  in  rioting  and  drunkenness,  not  in 
chambering  and  wantonness,  not  in  strife  and  envying.

—  24:  2  Abraham  said  unto  his  eldest  servant  of  his 
house,  that  ruled  over  all  that  he  had,  Put,  I  pray  thee,  thy 
hand  under  my  thigh :  3  And  I  will  make  thee  swear  by  tbe 
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Mosriic  laws.  e.c. 


LoKD,  the  God  of  heaven,  and  the  God  of  the  earth,  that  thou 
filiolt  not  take  a  wife  unto  ray  son  of  the  daughters  of  the 
Canaanites  among  whom  I  dwell :  4  But  thou  shalt  go  unto 
my  country,  and  to  my  kindred,  ^nd  take  a  wife  unto  my  son 
Isaac.  10  And  the  servant  took  ten  camels,  of  the  camels  of 
his  master,  and  departed ;  (for  all  the  goods  of  his  master  were 
in  his  hand,)  and  he  arose,  and  went  to  Mesopotamia,  unto  the 
city  of  Nahor. 

Job  31:  13  If  I  did  despise  the  cause  of  my  man-servant  or 
of  my  maid-servant,  when  they  contended  with  me;  14  What 
then  shall  I  do  when  God  riseth  up  ?  and  when  be  visiteth, 
what  shall  I  answer  him  ? 

677.  Hebrew  laws  and  usages  on  procuring,  holding,  and  releasing  servants, 
1.    Voluntary  $ervants^  and  service  for  life^  or  for  a  term,  and  laws  ofreUase. 

Ex.  21:  5  If  the  servant  shall  plainly  say,  I  love  my  master, 
my  wife,  and  my  children ;  I  will  not  go  out  free :  6  Then  his 
master  shall  bring  him  unto  the  judges :  he  shall  also  bring  him 
to  the  door,  or  unto  the  door-post ;  and  his  master  shall  bore 
his  ear  through  with  an  awl ;  and  he  shall  serve  him  for  ever. 

Lev.  25:  47  If  a  sojourner  or  a  stranger  wax  rich  by  thee, 
and  thy  brother  (hat  dwelleth  by  him  wax  {Kwr,  and  sell  himself 
unto  the  stranger  or  sojourner  by  thee,  or  to  the  stock  of  the 
stranger's  family :  48  After  that  he  is  sold  he  may  be  redeemed 
again  ;  one  of  his  brethren  may  redeem  him  :  49  i^ither  his 
uncle,  or  his  uncle's  son  may  redeem  him,  or  any  that  is  nigh  of 
kin  unto  him  of  his  family  may  redeem  him ;  or  if  he  be  able, 
he  may  redeem  himself.

and  vineyards.

Lev.  25:  44  Both  thy  bond-men,  and  thy  bond-maids,  which 
thou  shalt  have,  shall  be  of  the  heathen  that  ai*e  round  about 
you;  of  them  shall  ye  buy  bond-men  and  bond-maids.

15  It 
shall  be,  that  he  that  i&  taken  with  the  accursed  thing  shall  be 
burnt  with  fire,  he  and  all  that  he  hath :  because  he  hath  trans- 
gressed the  covenant  of  the  Lord,  and  because  he  hath  wrought 
foUy  in  Israel. 

Hos.  4:  2  By  swearing,  and  lying,  and  killing,  and  stealings 
and  committing  adultery,  they  break  out,  and  blood  toucheth 
blood.  3  Therefore,  shall  the  land  mourn,  and  every  one  that 
dwelleth  therein  shall  languish,  with  the  beasts  of  the  field, 
and  with  the  fowls  of  heaven ;  yea,  the  fishes  of  the  sea  also 
shall  be  taken  away.

— 15:  4  A  wholesome 
tongue  is  a  tree  of  life :  but  perverseness  therein  is  a  breach 
in  the  spirit.

729.*  Censoriousness,  railing^  tede-hearinq^  whispering^  backbiting^  dander^ 
and  other  sins  of  the  tongue  jarbidden  —  Threats. 

19:  16  Thou  shalt  not  go  up  and  down  cu  a  tale-bearer 
among  thy  people ;  neither  sh^t  thou  stand  against  the  blood 
of  thy  neighbor ;  I  am  the  Lord. 

Ps.  101:  5  Whoso  privily  slandereth  his  neighbor,  him  will 
I  cut  off:  him  that  hath  an  high  look  and  a  proud  heart  will 
not  I  suffer.

2  Cor  7:  11  Behold  this  self-same  thing,  that  ye  sorrowed 
after  a  godly  sort,  what  carefulness  it  wrought  in  you,  yea, 
what  clearing  of  ourselves,  yea,  what  indignation,  yea,  what 
fear,  yea,  tohat  vehement  desire,  yea,  what  zeal,  yea,  what 
revenge !
